The ſalubrity of its air has been 
long noticed by provincial writers, 
there being no bogs nor marſhes to 
impregnate it with their unhealthy va- 
pours. It is Watered with ſome plea- 
ſant rivers and rivulets, which are fit- 
ted for the health and convenience of 
its inhabitants. The chief of theſe 
is the Sore, anciently called Leire.z
